Eleven towns participate in the Suburban Transportation Program (STP). Bedford was the 
first one and started in May of 1976. The STP served 491,735 passengers in FY 96'.

In FY96', the Hingham Commuter Boat Service carried a total of 681,187 passengers, an 16% 
increase from FY91' (586,859) . During the same period, the Charlestown Navy Yard Water 
Shuttle increased by 31% in FY96 to 247,944 customers. The East Boston Water Shuttle 
was initiated during the year with service beginning in September of 1996. 


THE RIDE is the T's paratransit program for qualified persons with disabilities, expanded its 
service area in FY 96’. Newly served are: Dover, Medfield, and Topsfield. In total 62 
communities are served of the 78 MBTA communities. 


The MBTA currently maintains a bus fleet of 978 vehicles. The table below provides a 
breakdown of the age of the bus fleet. ;

Folklore has it that the color scheme for the rai] lines and commuter rail system originated 
from: 


Red Line - Harvard Station once known as Brattle Station was the original terminating points 
on the Red Line. The school color of Harvard University is crimson and is thought to be 
where the color for the Red Line originated from. 


Orange Line - Prior to it being depressed, the Orange Line use to run overhead along 
Washington Street. History has it that Washington Street was formerly called Orange Place 
or Orange Way. 


Blue Line - The Blue Line was simply named after the ocean blue waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean located in sight of the Blue Line. 


Green Line - The Green Line received its name out of association to the Emerald Necklace 
designed by Frederick Law Omstead the famous designer of several public parks. 


Purple Line - European monarchs, when they owned their own private trains, used the color 


purple, the sign of royalty. This status symbol carried down over the years and today 
signifies premium or luxury commuter rail service. 
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T. The MBTA operates 37 bus routes exclusively with lift equipped buses. Lift bus routes allow 

passengers in wheelchairs to easily board and alight a bus, not practical on a conventional 
Out of 101 Commuter Rail stations, 52 are handicap accessible. On the Rapid Transit 
Lines, 35stations are handicap accessible out of 51 stations. Mini-Highs (MH) or Wayside

Ten bus routes with 553 trips per day transport approximately 11,000 passengers per day 
through the local highway, bridge and tunnel Toll booths. Assuming 1.1 passengers per car 
then these same roads would need to accommodate an additional 10,000 cars per day if 
MBTA services were not available. About 75 percent (7,500) of the additional cars would 
travel during the peak commuting hours. The existing Toll booths are able to accommodate 
between 500 - 550 automobiles per hour. Without the availability of MBTA bus services, 
these toll facilities would require 5 more toll booths and 3 more travel lanes to maintain 
existing service levels. Although MBTA services reduce the annual toll fare collection, the 
commonwealth saves the cost of new construction and the additional annual toll collection 
and maintenance costs associated with increased traffic volume. 


Pass sales, in terms of units sold, have increased almost 30% since FY 1990.

The MBTA provides approximately 1,000,000 unlinked passenger trips and 653,600 linked 
passenger trips per day to the 78 member and 52 non-member cities and towns. 

The bus fleet carries an average over the year of 362,000 passengers per weekday which is 
approximately 10 times the seated capacity of Fenway Park. 

In September, 1997, the MBTA will celebrate its centennial as America's First Subway. On 


September 1, 1897 the single track, nine bench open street car number 1752 departed the 
Allston carhouse for the celebrated inaugural trip from Park Street to Boylston Street Station.

Actual Service: Total service operated during cach time period. Actual service excludes missed 
tnips and service interruptions (e.g.. strikes. emergency Shutdowns), but includes deadheading. 


A.M. Peak Buses: The number of buses in service on route during the AM peak penod. 

A.M. Peak Period: The period in the moming when additional services are provided to handle 
higher passenger volumes. The period begins when normal. scheduled headways are reduced and 
ends when headways are returned to normal. 

Branch: Refers to a route segment off the trunk line. 

Deadhead: Miles and hours that a vehicle travels when out of revenue service. This includes 
leaving and returning to the garage. changing routes. etc.. and when there is no reasonable 
expectation of carrying revenue Passengers. However. it does not include charter service, school 
bus service. operator training, maintenance training, etc. For non-scheduled, no-fixed-route 
service (demand responsive), deadhead mileage also includes the travel between the dispatching 
Farebox Recovery Ratio: Percent of Operating costs covered by fares. 

Headways: Scheduled time between revenue service vehicles. 


Load Factor: Percent of seats occupied at the peak load point. 


Load Profile: Summation of passenger date for a specified period of time, representing passenger 
loads throughout a route. 


Midday Period: The period between the end of the A.M. peak and the beginning of the P.M. 
peak. 


Passenger Miles: The sum of the distances ridden by each passenger. 
Patiem: The unique routing a bus follows. 


Peak Load Point: The point on a route where the largest average number of passengers are on 
board.

Revenue Hours and Miles: Route operating hours and miles excluding dead heading hours and 
miles. 
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Revenue Service: A vehicle is in revenue service when the vehicle is available to the gencral 
public and there is a reasonable expectation of carrying passengers that cither directly pay fares. 
are subsidized by public policy, or provide payment through some contractual arrangement. 
Vehicles operated in fare free service are considered in revenue service. Revenue service 
excludes dcadhead. school bus. and charter service. 


Route Miles: The round trip mileage over the longest branch with a significant number of trips. 


Scheduled Service: Total service scheduled computed from schedules. Scheduled service 
excludes service interruptions and special additional services. 


Transit-Dependent: A person without ready access to an auto or other non-transit mode. 


' Unlinked Passenger Trips: The number of Passengers who board public transportation vehicles. 
A passenger is counted each time he/she boards a vehicle even though he/she may be on the 
same journey from origin to destination. 


Vehicles Available for Maximum Service: Vehicles available to meet annual maximum service 
requirements. This includes spares. out-of-service vehicles. and vehicles in or awaiting 
maintenance, but excludes vehicles awaiting sale and emergency contingency vehicles. 


Vehicles Operated in Maximum Service: Vehicles Operated to meet annual maximum service 


requirements. This is the revenue vehicle count during the peak season of the year. on the week 
and day that maximum service is provided. Exclude atypical days or one-time special events.

FARES 


Bus, Rapid Transit and Green Line Services 


The MBTA employs a zoned fare Structure. The basic adult cash fares are 85 cents for 
rapid transit and subway Green Line service, and 60 cents for trackless trolley and local bus 
service. The rapid transit lines are divided into three zones, with the maximum one-way fare at 
$1.70. There are zoned fares on some local bus routes and a range of fares on express bus 


routes. Fares on the surface portion of the Green Line are paid on the inbound direction only 
and range from 85 cents to $2.00. 


The MBTA also offers a number of discount and reduced fares to eligible riders. Riders 


can purchase a vanety of prepaid monthly passes for unlimited transportation. The elderly (65 
and over) and persons with disabilities pay 25 percent of the full fare for local bus and rapid 
transit service, and one-half the adult fare for express and zoned bus trips beyond the local area. 
Children under the age of 5 travel free of charge. Children between the ages of 5 and 12 pay 
half fare at all times. Students in kindergarten through 12th grade pay half fare during school 


hours if they have proper identification. Students can also obtain monthly passes from their 
schools. 


The majority of fares are paid as passcngers board buses and trolleys; however, there are 
certain trollcy routes where passengcrs pay upon exiting when traveling outbound. Passengers 
pay as they enter rapid transit stations and also pay an additional fare as they leave the Zone 3 
Tapid transit stations (Quincy Adams and Braintree). In rapid transit stations, tokens arc 
deposited before passengers pass through full fare tumstiles. At least two turnstiles per station 
are equipped to read electronically the prepaid passes (not including student passes). Those who 
pay reduced fares or no fare use the turnstiles at the collector's booth. Gatemen's boxes, which 


allow passengers paying any type of fare to pass through, are sometimes open in stations (dunng 
special events with large crowds).
